Remarks upon the Famous Committee, which was appointed at 
the latter End of the laft Seffions to enquire into the Frauds 
of the Cuffoms. 


HILE the Excife-Bill (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) 
was depending in the Houfe, it is well known 
that the Advocates for it, both within Doors 
and without, laid the whole Strefs of their 
4\ Arguments upon the Multiplicity of Frauds, 
5729 Beg! which had been committed in the Cu/loms, 
EMME, 444 were of fuch a Nature that nothing 
but the Power of Excife-Laws would be able to prevent them. 
Ihe Gentlemen, on the other Side, made no Scruple to 
acknowledge that there might be very great Frauds in the 
Cu/loms, which ought to be remedied ; and declared They 
were ready to come into any Methods for that Purpofe, 
which did not tend to the Deftruétion of Trade and Li- 
berty, as they apprehended an Excife did. Hereupon, one 
of the Reprefentatives of this City, who is Himfelf a very 
great Trader in Tobacco, moved for an Account of» the 
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Frauds in that Commodity, for ten Years paft, to be laid be- 
fore the Houfe; which appeared, upon Examinatien, to 
amount to fuch a trifling Sum, confidering the Extenfive- 
nefs of that Branch of Trade, that the Perfons, who firft 
ftarted the Objection, feemed afhamed of it, and infifted 
upon it no more; but the Gentlemen, on the other Side, 
having defeated the Exci/e-Scheme by their vigorous and pub- 
lick-fpirited Oppofition, were refolyed to go farther, and 
purge Themfelves from any Imputation of defigning to 
countenance Frauds of any Kind. For this Purpofe, it was 
propofed by an honourable Member, that a Committee fhould 
be appointed, with full Powers, to enquire into the Frauds 
and Abufes of the Cuftoms, in general, This Propofition was 
fo reafonable in itfelf, and fo ftrongly warranted by the 
Advocates for Excifes, who founded their Scheme on thefe 
Frauds, as I obferved before, that a certain Gentleman was 
very much puzzled and perplexed with the Motion. He 
could not, with any Appearance of Decency, .recant his 
own repeated Affertions, and deny that there were any con- 
fiderable Frauds in the Cuftoms ; or openly plead for fcreening 
them from Difcovery. Having therefore mumbled the Thi- 
ftles for fome Time, He confented to the Enquiry, and it 
was refolved that the Committee fhould be chofen by Ballet; 
a Method of Voting, which every Body knows was ofi- 
‘ginally defigned to prevent all unwarrantable Influence; but 
what was the Condu& of the Gent/eman before-mentioned, 
upon this Occafion? Why, He fummoned his Creatures to- 
gether, in a moft extraordinary and unprecedented Manner; 
and having told Them, in a flabbering Speech, what a ter- 
rible Combination of all Parties was formed againft Him, 
conjured Them, in the moft pathetick Manner, to ftand 
by and fupport Him againft the Defigns of his Enemies. 
To You, Gentlemen, faid He, J owe every Thing I have 
the World ; and as without YouT fhould have been nothing, 
T hope you will not fuffer fo goodly a Fabrick of your own ra 
fing to be pulled down and torn in Pieces by a Parcel of Je 
cobites and Republicans, whom you fee united in fo formida- 
ble a Confpiracy againff me. But I mujf? beg of you to étt- 
fider thas I am not the only Obje? of their Refentment. Ne, 
if they fucceed againf? Me, the next Step will be to turn yo 
all out of your Places, and fill Them up with Creatures of thar 
own,  Thisis what affecis me in the moft fenjible Manner ; 
for I affure yu. Gentlemen, that I am very indifferent 


becomes of mmyfelf; but I hope the common Caule will “4 
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us all, upon this Occafien; for as We are embarked in the , 
fame Ship, we muft either fwim or fink together. 

Having made this notable Speech. He went round the 
whole Affembly, Man by Man, fqueezing them very feel- 
ingly by the Hand, and prefenting them at the fame Time 
with a Lift of twenty-one Gentlemen,(feventeen of whom were 
in vifible Employments of great Profits, befeeched them, in 
the fame moving Manner, to vote for it, if they had any 
Regard for Htm, or their own Intereft. 

By thefe Methods, he had the good Fortune to fuccted; 
and one of his Advocates hath fince very judicioufly triumphed 
upon it, as a great Victory. 

I fhall now make fome general Remarks on the Report 
lately publifhed, with a View to the Frauds fo loudly com- 
plained of, and the Remedy propofed by this Enquiry. 

In the firft Place, I cannot forbear admiring the peculiar 
Elegance and Perfpicuity of Style, in which this Oration is 
drawn up; but when we reflect on that glib Genius, who 
hath the Honour to be named the Compiler of it, we cannot 
wonder that it far exceeds all former Productions of the 
fame Kind; and therefore any Encomiums, on this Ac- 
count, would be thrown away, and loft in the more fhin- 
ing Qualities, which he his known to poffefs, For this 
Reafon, I fhall immediately proceed to the Matter of the 
Report, without any farther Remarks on thofe Ornaments 
of Diéion and Delicacies of Expreffion, by which it is fo re- 
markably diftinguifhed., . 

The Gentlemen of the Committee begin with acquainting the 
Houfe that they proceeded with the utmo/? Diligence in their 
Examination of the Matters referred to them; and when 
we confider the fubfequent Part of their Report, it mutt 
be acknowledged that no Diligence feems to have 
been wanting to procure Information and Evidence ; for it 
appears that Smugglers, corrupted Officers, and Perfons taken 
out of Gaol were produced as Witnefles upon this impor- 
tant Occafion, and make no fial] Figure in thefe Papers. 
Nay, they have had Recourfe fo far back as the Year 1704. 
for one Inftance of Fraud, and in feveral Places take Notice 
of the Su/picions and Conjectures of Perfons under Examina- 
tion, inftead of Faé?s attefted by proper Vouchers and Evi- 
dences, JI don’t mention this with any Defign of reflecting 
upon thefe Gentlemen. On the contrary, I {peak it for their 
Honour, in order to thew that they executed their Part with 
the utmoft. Application, as became their Duty to the Houle, 
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and that no very confiderable Frauds could poffibly efcape 
fo induftrious and rigid an Enquiry. Yet, notwithftanding 
this, the Gentlemen themfelves feem to be confcious that the 
Difcoveries, which they have, made, will not intirely come 
up to the Expectations of the Publick. They impute this 
to want of Time, and the Extenfivenefs of Frauds and Abujes 
r2 the Cuftoms; which I am afraid would likewife appear 
to be the Cafe in other Branches of the Revenue, if they were 
examined with the fame Striétnefs and Affiduity. 

The Gentlemen proceed to obferve that they were induced 
to begin their Examinations with the Frauds committed in 
the Tobacco Trade for feveral Reafons, mentioned in their 
Report; particularly the great Importance of this Trade to the 
Nation ; the Greatnefs of the Lofs to the Revenue, and the 
Complaints of the Planters in ViRGIn1aA. I was indeed 
fomewhat furprized to find the Jaf Article mentioned, amongtt 
their Inducements to begin with this Branch of Trade, when 
it is fo well known how that Reprefentation was obtained, 
and after we have received Accounts from Virginia, that 
when they were made acquainted with the Confequences 
of an Excise, they were as much alarmed at it as the 
People in England. But I muft at the fame Time, do 
the Gentlemen of the Committee the Juftice to conf fs that 
they had fufficient Inducements of another Kind, to begin 
with this Branch of the Cuftoms ; I mean, to juftify the Charge 
brought againft the Tobacco Merchants, that they were con- 
cerned in fraudulent Dealings, and to fhew the Neceflity 
of putting the Laws of Excife in Force againft them. 

Having made this frank Acknowledgment, I muft take 
the Liberty to declare my Opinion that the Tobacco Mer- 
chants, in general, are not juftly anfwerable for all the 
Frauds, mentioned in thefe Papers; fome of which, as I 
am informed, were firft difcovered by their Affiftance ; and 
others tranfacted by Kittle Dealers in that Commodity, to 
which eyery Branch of Trade is fubje@ in fome Degree. 

It likewife appears to me, upon a View of thefe Papers, 
that notwithftanding fo large a Retrofpeét as.to the Year 1794s 
and other Methods made Ufe of in this Enquiry, the whole 
Amount of Frauds difcovered in the Tobacco Trade is fo fat 
from being enormous, that it is really too trifling be 
mentioned, when reduced from Pounds of Tobacco, as it 
ftands in the Repert, to ‘Pounds Sterling, efpecially when 
compared with the large Extent of that Trade, and the 
great Weight of Duties impofed upon it: which will wis 
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be the Occafion of Frauds in every Commodity burthened 
with them, as Experience hath fully fhewn, and natural Rea- 
fon fuggefts to us. 

The Committee proceeds, in the next Place, to the Frauds 
and Abufes committed in the Articles of TEA and Bran- 
DY. 

Here again I muft own mpfelf a little furprized; for as 
bth thefe Commodities are already excifed, J am at a Lofs to 
euefs for what Purpofe tho/e Frauds are exhibited to the Pub- 
lick, unlefs it be to convince Them of a Truth, which fome 
Perfons have endeavoured to conceal; viz. That thofe Branches 
, of the Revenue, which are already under an Excife, are as 
7 liable to Abufes as Thefe under the Cuftoms. 
| After This, We are prefented with an Account of fome 
particular Frauds in the Wine-Trade; but They are fovery 
inconfiderable, that They hardly deferve any Animadverfion; 
for They affect only 2 few Jittle Smugglers on the Coafts, 
whom all the Laws in the World will never totally reftrain, 
whilt the Height of the Duties lays fo ftrong a Temptation 
in their Way. We fee that Gallies, Dragoons, and even 
Death itfelf are not able to fupprefs Them in France; and 
that the fevere/? Penalties have had but very little Effect in’ 
England. Why theretore fhould it be imagined that an E£x- 
cife will prevent thofe Abufes in Wine, which are known 
and acknowledged to be {till committed in Tea and Brandy, 
under the fame Regulation. 

J fhal] take no Notice of the Frauds, faid to be committed 
by an eminent Merchant, long fince deceafed, in the Impor- 
tation of Linnen, and cther Goods, becaufe I am a perfect 
Stranger to the Cafe, and fhould be forry to bring his AZ- 
mory into Debate. 

The Gentlemen of the Committee conclude with repeating 
their Apprehenfions that Thev have not carried their Enqui- 
ries fo far, as might be expected from Them; and, indeed, 
the Report-confifts of little more than what appeared to the 
Houfe from the Commiffioers of the Cuffoms, in Return to 
their Order, on the Motion before-mentioned, But as T his 
did not prove fatisfagtory to many Gentlemen, who oppofed 
the Excrfe-Bill, They propofed to go farther, and moved 
lor a Committee to enquire into the Root of the Eyil, that it 
might be redreffed, as well as expofed. 

Now it appears pretty plainly, even from the Papers be- 


fore us, where the Core of the Diftemper lies; for it is ac- 
knowledged, 
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knowledged, through the whole Report, that moft of the 
Frands and Abufes, mentioned in it, have been committed 
by the Connivance of /:ttle Officers, who fuffered Themfelves 
to be bribed and corrupted, If thefe Gentlemen could have 
found Time to go through their Enquiries, They might have 
eafily traced this Iniquity to its Fountain-head ; as I am told 
the other Liff, -who moved for the Committee, propofed and 
refolved to do, without any Regard to Perfons. They would 
have found, perhaps, that fome of the chief Pofts in the 
Cuftom-houfe were Patent Places, held in Truft for Perfons, 
who never go near their Offices, but leave the Care of them 
to Deputies, with little or no Salaries, befides what they get 
by Pergutfites; which is only a fofter and more genteel Word 
for Bribery and Corruption. It would have appeared that onE 
(SENTLEMAN, in particular, who hath the Honour to en- 
joy two of the greateft Pofts in the Adminiftration, hath ano- 
ther held in Truft for Him in the Cx/fom-houfe, for two 
Lives, which annually cofts the Nation more Money than 
all the Frauds in the Tobacco Trade amount to for fevera! 
Years paft. Perhaps, They might have difcovered feveral 
other Inftances of the fame Kind, which fhoot up into ya- 
rious Evils, and affeét the Vitals of our Government. 

Whilft This continues to be the Cafe, who can wonder 
to hear Complaints of Frauds and Abufes in publick Offices? 
But the Remedy is eafy and obvious. Let us either refume 
thefe great Sinecures, and fettle’ handfome Salaries upon Thy, 
who aétually do the publick Bufinefs ; (which would fave the 
Nation a very great Expence; ) or make the Principals an- 
fwerable for all the Frauds, which are committed by the 
Collufion of their Deputies. This would be really fearching 
the Wound to the Bottom, and prove infinitely more effec- 
tual than that ridiculous Project, for preventing the Effeéts of 
Corruption by an Excife, whilft the Cau/e is fuffered to remain 
and rankle in our Bowels. 

There is another bad Effe&, which may attend this Prac- 
tice of holding great Emplayments in Truft, and executing them 
by Deputy; I mean, if it fhould ever find its Way into the 
Houje of Commons; for as all Employments in the Receipt 
of the Revenue are incompatible with a Seat in Parliament, 
fuch a clandeftine Method as This would not only be an 
Evafion of the Law, and a burthenfome Impofition on t 
Publick, but might likewife be made the Inftrument, under 
3 bad Adminiftration, of fubverting our Conffitution. To

As moft of the principal Frauds in the 
Cuftoms are founded in Corruption; and all Corruption implies 
an iniquitous Commerce between two Perfons, the Corrupter 
and the Corrupted ; the only fure Way to prevent doth, is by 
removing the ‘Temptation ; That is, by making fome fuch 
Sort of Regulation pn the Officers of the RevenueasI 
have juft mentioned, and lowering the Duties, which appear

We hear from Chefter, that on Thurfday the roth In- 
ffant the Right Hon. George Earl of Cholmondeley, Ma- 
fter of the Horfe to his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 
Lord Lieutenant and Cuftos Rotulorum of the County and 
City of Chefter, and Governor of Chefter Caftle, made his 
firft publick Entry (fince his Father’s Death) into that an- 
cient and loyal City, attended by fome few Gentlemen of

People never open their Pockets fo freely as with a View 
of increafing their Wealth, and our Quack from Time to 
Time has drawn great Sums of Money from the People, by 
thefe impudent Pretences ; but when they found themfelves 
bit, they grumbled a little, as was natural, at the Doétor.----- 
Upon thefe Occafions the Doétor has fometimes given him- 
felf moft infolent Airs, and treated the very Perfons he had 
abufed as Rogues and Vagabonds, and Cheats, and Sturdy 
Beggars. 

But nothing has been more diverting to me, than the odd 
and fantaftick Catalogue of his Cures, which he carries along 
with him to difperfe amongft the Multitude, and which one 
of his Zani, of whom we fhall have Occafion to fpeak here- 
after, often expatiated upon, with a great deal of abfurd 
Oratory, 

I remember among the Reft, that he pretends to have cured 
the K---¢ of F---e of a Loofenefs in his Pocket, and that 
this Prince has made fo perfect’'a Recovery, that he now faves 
his Money, and is obferved to grow exceeding rich. His 
next Cure was upon his Im---] Ma----y, whom he pretends 
to have cured of all Attachments to his Neighbours, or 

pendance upon his Al---s, fo that he now purfues his own 
Intereft as if they were not to be relied upon,-----the next 
in the Lift is, that he once cured a whole Nation of their 
Trade, with all the Symptoms of Repletion, which are ge- 
nerally the Confequences of it; fo that you could fee Thou- 
fands fit with.their Arms a-crofs without being embarraffed 
with any Bufinefs ; ------but the moft ridiculous of all was, 
that he fhewed fome feurvy Drawings, which he faid were 

the Piftures of feveral Prelates and Paftors of the Church, 
(of what Church I cannot fay ; but I fuppofe of the Church

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know what you underftand. Oh! anfwers Whaceum, there 
is nothing eafier than to anfwer that, then your Ladythip 
muft know, that I underftand----here he paufed, and hay- 
ing fcratched his Head again in vain, he faid-----I had found 
it out once; but now I think on it, Ihave forgot it,-----thus 
Whaccum thought to get off by attempting a Foke. 

The Lady’s “Steward, who was prefent, and had been all 
this While obferving the Figure and Gefture of Vhaccun, 
fays to the Lady, I think if your Ladythip approves it, J 
have found out an Employment that he is fit for; one of 
your Ladyfhip’s Gardens is infefted with Crows and Jack- 
daws, he would make an excellent Scarecrow-----a Scare- 
crow! replies Whaceum, no, I thank you for that, I had 
much rather be an Ambaflador; this made the Lady laugh; 
however, fhe faid, fhe would take the Advice of her Do- 
mett; Nokes. and be determined by that, accordingly they were 
all called up, and the Queftion being put, whether the Per- 
fon before them was fitteft for a Scarecrow, or an Ambafla- 
dor, it pafled Nemune contradicente for the Scarecrow, upon 
which /V’haccum returned in Dudgeon, having refufed the 
only Employment for which he was duly qualified.

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Tt was by fuch a Conduct that Sir Sidrophel came to be 
blown,----- the more he was known, the more he was de- 
fpifed, and his Pra¢tice was univerfally cried down,—__. 
when he found the Spirit thus rifing againft him, he told 
the People he perceived they were all dim-fighted, and 
Whaccum made a long Harangue to prove it, telling them, 
that the Doctor, to fhew his Good-nature, was willing to 
cure them of this new Diftemper for nothing, and that 
by a Method altogether new ; but fome of them being in- 
quifitive into this new Method, found it was to be done 
by putting out their Eyes. 

All thefe Things put together obliged Sir S:drophel to go 
2 Journey, and vifit a Province where he thought he had 
fame Friends his Pockets were full of Money, and 
he was refolved to have Fame, tho’ he paid for it---- In this 
Progrefs Whaccum was of great Ufe, not only in diverting 
the Mob with Grimace, but he promifed a thoufand of 
them to make them Great Men, if they would only fay 
Sir Sidrophel was a good Doétor; to others Money was 
feattered for the fame Purpofe. As amongft the Mul- 
titude there muft be fome Knaves, fome Fools, the Fools

Count Sinzendorf, the Emperor’s Ambaflador, has noti- 
fied to the States-General, that he is impowered to enter in- 
to any Meafures, with them, that may be thought expe- 
dient for the Prefervation of the Netherlands. 


SPAIN and PoRTUGAL. 


T is now pofitively affirmed, that the great Armaments, 

which have been fo long preparing, both for Land and 
Sea-Service, are defigned againft the Algerines ; who, they 
fay, will foon feel the Weight of them. 


ROME amd ITALY. 


TH E Genoefe begin to be a little uneafy at the new 
Turn, which Affairs are taking in Corfica. The See 
nate of Genoa have forbidden all Paflengers, who come from 
that Ifland, under very fevere Penalties, to mention any 
Thing of the Affairs of that Kingdom, Hence it is gene 
rally prefumed, that Hoftilities are actually renewed. The 
Petty Council is aflembled on this Account daily, but as their 
Deliberations are kept fecret, there is no judging what Me- 
thods will be taken. It is, however, the common Beliel, 
that the Government will not be fo Stiff 2s formerly, and 
will rather part with a good Part of their pretended Prer- 
gatives, than fuffer Matters to come to a general Rupture. 
It appears at laft, that Cardinal Cofcia’s Valet de Cham- 
bre went to Naples, with the Pope’s Confent, to try if he 
Can perfuade the Duchefs of Co/cia to raife a Sum of Mo- 
hey towards the Payment of the Fine laid upon his Mafter. 
The French Ambaflador has lately received Orders to 


follicit the Pope, for the Characters of Legats 4 Laterts a 
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the Cardinals of Biffi and Rohan, in Order, as is fuppofed, 
to their affifting as fuch at a National Council, which by 
this Step, it feems, as if his Majefty had confented to, at 
the reiterated Importunity of the Bifhops. 

Notwithftanding the Conceffions of the Holy Father, to 
obtain a good Underftanding between the Courts of Rome 
and Lisbon, they feem to be as much embroiled as ever, the 
King of ‘Portugal having renewed his old Pretenfion of fif- 
teen Briefs, for his Majefty’s Nomination of fifteen Canons 
to the Church of St. Peter, to which his Holinefs will not 
probably agree ; and it is even faid, that he has fufpended 
the Execution of thofe Articles he had formerly granted 
in Favour of his Partuguefe Majefty. 


GERMANY. 


T HE important Treaty between the Emperor and the 

Eleétor of Saxony was figned at Vienna the 16th Inftant, 
and Exprefles were immediately difpatched to feveral Courts 
to notify the News, which, it is believed, will have a great 
Influence in the prefent Situation of Affairs. As the March 
of the 20000 Saxons to join the Imperial Troops in Silefa 
depended upon the Succefs of this Treaty, we may now ex- 
pect to hear, what Courfe that Army will take. Some be- 
gin to fay, that inftead of encamping at Ghzgaw, it will march 
direGtly into the Polih Diftri& of Vartenperg/p. 

The King of Pruffia, before his Departure for Stetin, 
gave Orders to Count Seckendorff his Minifter at War/aw, 
to declare to the Primate and Senate, that his Pruffian Ma- 
jefty would, to the utmoft of his Power, back whatever 
Meafures the Emperor and the Czarina fhould take with 
Regard to the enfuing Election in Poland. It has been ob- 
ferved at Berlin, that tho’ the Englifs Minifter was invited 
to all the Entertainments which were made on Account of 
the double Marriages lately celebrated, he had not appeared 
at one of them. 


PoLanp, SwEpDEN, aud the NoRTHERN Powers. 


Otwithftanding the Menaces of Ruffia, the Emperor and 
Saxony, the Poles feem to be under no great Apprehen- 
fions. No greater Inftance can be given of their Difregard 
of thefe Powers, than the Behaviour of the Primate and 


Senate, ina late Eyent, which tho’ trivial in itfelf, may be 
: — ™ attended 
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attended with momentous Confequences. On the 8th In. 
ftant, a Pricft named Lazozki came running haftily into the 
Afiembly of the Diet of /Varfaw, with about 8 Ducats in 
one Hand, and in the other a printed Pamphlet, entitled, 
A Letter from a Nuncio to a Friend. The Pricft declared, 
that Count Vackerbarth, the Saxon Ambaflador, had given 
him the Money, as a Reward for publifhing the Pamphlet ; 
and, tho’ the Prieft was a Perfon of a very ill Reputation, 
This Words were credited, and the Pamphlet condemned, (as 
a Libel fet forth by the Saxon Ambaflador) to be burned by 
the Hands of the common Hangman, ‘This Sentence was ex- 
ecuted the next Day with great Triumph. Count Wacter- 
barth immediately publifhed a Declaration to acquit him- 
felf of fo fcandalous an Accufation, and declared, that the 
Prieft came to him under pretext of folliciting a pretended 
Debt from the late King, and pleaded fo great Poverty, that 
he had given him the Money before-mentioned out of pure 
Charity ; and as for the Pamphlet, that the Prieft fecing fe- 
veral of them lye on the Table (which had been {fént to 
him, as well as to other Publick Minifters that Morning) 
begged one of them. Since this fmart Proceeding, the Pope’s 
Nuncio, together with the Emperor’s, and other Ambafla- 
dors, have been with the Primate to enter their Complaints 
and Protefts, and to demand immediate Satisfa€tign for what 
they call an open Infringement of the Laws of Nations; 
the Prelate received them coldly ;_ and hinted, that he thought 
Satisfaction was due from the Ambaflador of Saxony to the 
Republick ; however, he added, that he had wrote to Dre/- 
den, and other Courts upon this Occafion. 


The Poles infift fo ftrenuoufly on their Rights to a free 


Lleétion, that they feem refolved rather to call in the Turks 
and Tartars to their Affiftance, than to fuffer any Laws to 
be prefcribed them ; they have begun new Levies in their 

wn Kingdom, and oblige every 30th Man of the Peafants 
to bear Arms, Even the #a// Grenadiers, which were levied 
by the /ate King, and fufpeéted to be in the Intereft of his 


Son, have been obliged to take the Oath for the Exclufion of 


all FOREIGNERS from the Throne, and fuch as refufed this 
Oath were immediately difmiffed. 


In fhort the whole Bent of the Polifp Nation feems to be 


in Favour of their Countryman Staniflaus, and it is highly t@ 
the Honour of this Prince, that a Nation who have experi- 
enced his Government already, long td live under it @gamm. 
lf all the Kings in Europe were to gain or lofé their rs ing-

HE Surrender of Babylon, to the Perfian General, Tha- 

mas-Koulin-Kan, happened on the 16th of May, after a 
general A fii ault, and a great Deal of Bloodifhed, occafioned 
by the valiant Refiftance of the Turki/h Commander Topal 
Ojman, who has fince made Overtures towards a general 
Peice. What will be the Confequences of thefe Offers is 
yet uncertain: In the mean Time the Perfians have made

IX our BEES, Numb, XVIII and XIX, We gave twe 

Extraés of this curious Letter, for the Satisfaction of fame 
of our Reader's, who, we are informed, fuppofe it fictitious, we 
affiere them it is Genuine, and that the Cafes therein mentioned, 
are real Matters of Faét, tranfaéted under the Reign of the 
prefent Emperor of China, but a few Years fince. Having pre- 
mifed thus much, We fhall prefent our Readers with a farther 
Extraét of this Letter, which contains Part A another Chinefe 
Gazette, and is a third Inftance of the Emperors Fuftice, 
and, at the fame Time, of bis Tendernefs and Compafiiom for 
bis Subjeéts, "The Rubrick is, Q 
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An Order, which fhews what Attention the Emperor has ty the 
Eafe and Welfare of his People. 


N the Month of November, 1725, the Emperor havine 

admitted the principal Officers of the feveral Sovereign 
Tribunals into his Prefence, addreficd himfelf to them in the 
following Words. 

“¢ Several Parts of the City of Peking having fuffered this 
“¢ Year, by great Inundations, occafioned by extraordinary 
“¢ Rains, the common People are almoit deftitute of necef- 
¢ fary Subfiftence: I have employed my Thoughts, with- 

** out ceafing, in what Manner to give them Relief: and 
“* therefore, befides the new Rice, which has been brought 
“* from the Southern Provinces, and which by my Orders 
<* has been cured for their Uie, at Tien-tcing (a Port at-40 
“* Leagues Diftance from Peking) to the Quantity of 130,000 
“* large Meafures, (each weigh'ng 120 1.) I ordered 100,000 
“< Meafures of the Rice of preceeding Years, to be taken 
“© out of the Granaries of the City of Tong-tcheou, and to 
** be diftributed among them. I nominated five Officers to 
“* fee this Rice tranfported to Tzen-tcing, that fromi thence 
<* it might be, with the greater Eafe conveyed to the feve- 
<¢ ral Towns and Boroughs, wiich have fuffered by the 
«¢ Jate Calamity. I have had particular Information of what 
<¢ has been tranfacted in this Affair; and have’ learned, 
<< with anextreme Affliction, that the Rice which has been 
<* diftributed to my People was entirely rotten. To be 
<* fure of this Faét, and that I might not depend upoa 
<< mere Relations, I refolved to fee it myfelf, and caufed 
“© Samples of both the Sorts which were diftributed, to be 
*< Jain before me; here they arc; look upon them, and 
** examine them narrowly. Of thefe two Sorts, the Bett 
“* does not contain above three, or at moft four Parts in ten, 
“© that is fit for Use ; the other Sort, it is not Rice, it 1 
** mere Duft and Sand. 

“© What! while my Thoughts are entirely bent upon 
“* eafing the Affiictions of my People, while I groan under 
** their Calamities, and fuffer them not to be a Moment 
‘< abfent from my Thoughts, fhall Officers, to whom I 
“* have entrufted the Care of this Diftribution, render my 
** Compaffion ineffectual! be treacherous in the Execution 
“* of my Commands, and not conform their Actions to My 


“© Will! Is it my Intention to put a Cheat upon my, Poop 
‘w 
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while I am ordering Subfiftence for their Comfort ? Can 
I glory in having done a good Thing when in Fact it 
is but a meer Shadow, and no Subfance ? What muft 
thefe poor Objects of eur Compaffion think of their Em- 
peror? Our good Intentions are fruftrated by the Neglect 
of thofe Officers who ought to have taken, Care of the 
Publick Granaries. Ungrateful Wretches! From infe- 
rior Mandarins I have raifed them, to confiderable Dig- 
nities, IJsit thus they, teftify their Gratitude for the Fa- 
vours I have heaped upon them? Ought they not, at 
leaft for my Sake, to fave fhewn fome Tendernefs for 
my poor Feople! .and have afforded them Eaf. and Com- 
fort under their Affli@tions! Their Behaviour 1s odious 
inmy Sight; they deferve to be punifhed in an exem- 
plary Mariner. However, depending upon their Contri- 
tion, and Amendment, their Crime is this once forgiven 
them: But let them know, that, if, in the Courfe of 
their future Adminiftration, they are not more affiduous 
in the Difcharge of their Duty, they have no farther 
Favour to expeét, they fhall be punifhed with the utmoff 
Severity. Let there be immediately 100,000 Meafures 
of the moft excellent Rice, taken out of our own Ma- 
gazines; and. be diftributed without Delay among my fuf- 
fering Subjects ; and let there be added to it 102,000 
Meafures, more of the Rice of former Years, which has 
at leaft, fix or feven Parts in ten good. 

“© I order farther, that the fame Officers, who have .me- 
rited Punifhment for their former Neglect, have the Care 
that thefe 200,000 Meafures be tranfported to Tien-rcing, 
and that. the Expences of this Tranfportation be born z= 
them, Iam likewife not ignorant, that the Rice whic 
has been delivered to the Militia this Year, from Tien- 
tcing was Faulty. If, for the Future, the like is ever di- 
ftributed, I fhall punifh the Officers who have the In- 
fpeétion of the Delivery. Some. Years fince 50,000 Mea- 
fures were tran{ported into different Parts, to be made 
Ufe of, in Cafe of Neceffity, but, it has been fuffered to 
perith, This happened likewife thro’ the Negligence of 
my Officers; I pardon them, however; that they may 
amend. The Publick Granaries are out of Repair; let 
Money be taken for that End out of our own Exchequer. 
Let N------ have the Infpeétion of thefe Repairs. If he 
difcharge his Duty faithfully, I will forget his former 
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‘ Failings, and {hall employ fe for the Future, ut, re 
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“the contrary, his Negligence fhall have its due Re. 
“¢ ward. 

By this Speech we may fee, that the moft minute Afhirs 
are under the Emperor’s immediate Cognizance, that he 
enters into a particular Difcuffion of Matters, and governs 
and decides every Thing by him/e/f. Herein contfifts the 
Happinels of the Chinefe Government. An Emperor of 
China has no Time left him for Diver/ions. He mutt find 
a Pleafure in doing the Duty of a Sovereign, and let the 
Heizhth of his Satisfaction and Ambition terminate in juft- 
ly obtaining, by his Affiduity, Vigilance, and Tendernefs, 
for his Subjects, the Title of The FATHER and MoTHER 
of his Peopte. To what End, (fay the Chinefe) has the 
‘TrEeN * placed him upon the Throne ? Is it not that he foould 
be our FATHER and our MotTHER? This is the Manner 
in which the Chinefe exprefs themfelves ; fhould their Em- 
peror neglect his Duty for his Pleafures they would look 
upon him with the utmoft Contempt. 

We have in our Hands an excellent Memorial, or Propofal, 
made to the Emperor of China, which has been approved of, 
and pafjed into a Law, to provide Subfiftence for the Poor m 
a Famine, or barren Year. We hall give our Readers a Tran- 
flation of tt ina future BEE; We fhall now add another Ex- 
trac of a Chinefe Gazette, which, for its Affinity may very 
properly be joined to the Former.

not, without great Difficulty, repair to the Granaries, he 
ordered five new Stations, that the Places of Diftribution 
being more in Number, and placed at more convenient 
Diftances, the moft Infirm might be Partakers of his Bene- 
volence. This Charity was continued during one who'e 
Winter: however, feveral of the poor People who were 
come from other Parts, not knowing where to lodge, were 
reduced to the Neceffity of lying in the Streets, Tl.¢ Em- 
peror who has private Information of every Thing, foon 
knew it, and having fent for the Mandarins, whofe Func~- 
tion it was to fee Order and Qconomy kept in the City, 
he fpoke to them as follows. 

‘** To you is entrufted the Polity of the five principal 
** Quarters of Peking. It is your Bufinefs to vifit them 
** Day and Night. This has been a fevere Winter; and 
*“ I have been informed, that a great Number of my poor 
‘“* People, who have reforted hither from the neighbour- 
** ing Towns, have found no Shelter in the Night; and, 
“ that many have fuffered much by the Cold. This has 
‘* been a fenfible Affiiction to me, Is it poffible, that 
““ among fo great a Number of Inhabitants as are in Pes- 
“© img, none fhould be moved with a tender Compaffion 
“€ to receive their Fellow-Subjects into their Houfes? I can 
“* hardly believe it; furely there are among my People fuch 
a delight in doing Good. ‘The Fear of you it is deters 
“‘ them from it, They know there are Orders which for- 
** bid them to harbour Strangers; and, they are apprehen- 
“five you may punifh them for a Breach of thefe Or- 
** ders, It is natural for every Man to avoid Trouble. I 
** command you, therefore, at this Time, to let my Peo-
